While a workman was kneading a pile o 


dough at a bakery in First avenue, b« 
pulled away vigorously on an old clay 
pipe. 
He .was ooc even perfuming tbe 


bread with good tobacco. 
Occasionally 


be would remove Ibe pipe with a doogb- 
covered band to project a charge of saliva 
against a bull'eeye on tbe floor and then 
resume work. Tbe band tbat had just belt 
the dirly pipe was plunged into the dougb 
without the Interruption of towels or water. 
As the reporter held'an utilighted cierar ID 
his hand, he was invited to light up anc 
make himself comfortable. A few feet 
from the pile of dou'gh was a tub of slops 
that emitted foiil odors, a barrel of ashes, 
and u cat that waa evidently not unac- 
quainted with the neighboring gutters, 
prowled around and shook hairs and para 
siU3 from her impoverished body. 
All 


these filth-producers were near a trough 01 
dough which Ihe young man said would 
"make bread for a health cure company ol 
Ibis city." 


Other bakeries were visited on tbe East 


Side, and the majority were found to be 
small, poorly ventilated basements. All, 
however, were not repulsive from dirt anc 
vermin, but too many were so, to afford 
comfort to the average patron of those 
places. 


Tbe same story may be told of tbe West 


Side of tbe city. Here tbe German ele- 
ment is very large. Many of ithese bakers 
make small profits, wbich are certainly not 
expended ou their workshops except so 
far as is absolutely necessary. Cbeap rent 
is ibe tirst point with them, and so long as 
tbe stuff sells, customers do not know 
whether (be bread they eat Is made m u 
pure, wholesome atmosphere, free from 
dirt, or not. 
' 


le was a very small basement which tbe 


reporter found. In Ninth avenue, between 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth streets, 
and tbe closo air was almost Intolerable. 
There was only one man at work. 
While 


he kneaded a batch of doughnuts be amus- 
ed himcelf by smoking cigarettes. Smoke 
and ashes mingled with ibe dougb while 
the workman conversed with the reporter 
Tbe floor was dirty and dusty, and after 
tossing a few unbaked loaves on a board, 
the baker caught up an old broom and 
swept vigorously. Tbe air was soon titled 
with dust, which In pare settled on 
dougb and was baked into it. 


Tne baker was rather discouraged about 


tbe profits of the business. He mentioned 
tbe name of the fashionable baker whose 
talk is reported early in this article, and 
declared bis opinion tbat he was not mak- 
ng money as bis expenses were too heavy. 
If the fashionable baker did make money, 
It was through bis sales of confectionery 
and fancy cakes and not from bread, al- 
though be bad a very large patronage In 
that commodity. 


Not at all invillogw&s the bakery visited 


two blocks above—a narrow, dingy roooi 
whose fetid atmosphere was nauseating 
and general condition of dirt and neg- 
ligence was oot reassuring. A bevy ol 
rats,'tbat had been holding-high carnival 
near tbe oven, scurried at tbe reporter's 
approach, into their holes. Tbeir play- 
ground was a few feet distant from a batch 
of dough ready for the oveo. On the op 
poslte side of ibe room was a vile sink, 
black with dirt. Here "a workman from 
ilme to time drew water for a pan of "mix- 
ings." The sink exhaled foul odors and 
soiled rags and brushes were hung around. 
The floor was a mosaic of dirt and tobacco 
uice; tbe windows were darkened by ac- 
cumulated dust. A paoeof glass bad been 
broken out; its place was filled by a soiled 
sheet of paper. Dirty pans were strewn 
around and old, dirty clothes aod a barrel 
of loose ashes were seen near the dough 
The brush used to gather flour on tbe 
working board was black from exiended 
use and familiarity apparently with coal 
and overhead was a pile of boards that 
ooked as if they bud afforded tramplng- 
ground lor cuttle.
